This past Thursday evening we launched our 
pledge drive to raise a $125,000.00 needed 
for our worship space and classroom project, 
and with a grateful heart I am pleased to 
announce that $33,552.00 was pledged. In 
addition we have $15, 960.61 that has been 
already been given for this project, bringing 
our total to $49, 512.61. 



As we begin our pledge drive this weekend 
we are off to a good start. I know that our 
parish can raise the funds necessary if every 
one in the parish makes a commitment and I 
am sure for many that will be a sacrifice. 

I must admit that I was some what nervous 
on Thursday evening as I asked those 
gathered to make a financial commitment to 
our project.

Thirty-One Questions on Adoration of the Blessed 

Sacrament A Resource of the B ishops ’ Committee 
on the Liturgy USCCB Publishing 
11. Is the Holy Eucharist exposed for the 
purpose of private devotion? No. The liturgical 
rites for Exposition of the Blessed Sacrament are 
found in the ritual book Holy Communion and 
Worship of the Eucharist Outside of Mass and 
presume the presence of a number of people during 
the period of adoration. The rites require that 
during the period of exposition “there should be 
prayers, songs, and readings to direct the attention 
of the faithful to the worship of Christ the Lord.” 
The liturgy of the Hours may also be celebrated 
during the period of exposition, or the Rosary may 
be prayed.
